First home-grown peas arrived in 
quantity at the Farmers’ market 
house this morning and sold at 15 
cents a quart box and 20 and 25 
cents a quarter peck. Farmers re­ 
ported truck vegetables and straw­ 
berries benefited greatly by Thurs­ 
day’s showers. 
Adams countv strawberries were 
on 
hand 
in 
larger 
supplies this 
m orning and ranged in price from 
IO to 25 cents a quart box, depend­ 
ing upon the size and quality of 
the berries. Lettuce could be had 
at five cents a quart box after sell­ 
ing at IO cents at m any stands up 
until this time. Asparagus was 15 
cents a bunch and radishes and 
onions five cents. 
Dressed fryers brought 40 cents 
a pound. Eggs ranged from 24 to 26 
cents a dozen. Old potatoes were 
marked 30 cents a peck. Sweet po­ 
tato plants brought 35 cents a hun­ 
dred.

Irish Think Bombing 
Of Dublin An Accident 


Dublin. May 31 
(A P)—Fifty-two 
persons were killed and between IOO 
and 200 injured early today in this 
neutral capital when u n id en tified 
planes dropped three bombs, one 
of which blew out a glass skylight 
near the front door of the United 
States Legation, 
The loss of life was the greatest 
Eire had suffered in an air raid 
since the war began. 
U. S. Minister David Gray said 
one of the three bombs dropped this 
morning fell about a quarter-mile 
from the legation, but no one in ­ 
side was hurt. 
Anti-aircraft batteries began fir­ 
ing just after midnight, when the 
planes first were heard. No bombs 
fell until about 2 a. rn. Since only 
three fell then, police surmised that 
an anti-aircraft shell m ight have 
struck a plane, causing It to lose 
Its bombs. They expressed doubt the 
bombing was intentional.
